There is something fratinply unpleas- 


ant about the disclosure that the officers 
of 
the 
state 
government's 
"dummy" 


corporations are using their technical legal 
right to act as private corporation officers 
In contracting for the disbursement of 
public money, including the rejection of 
the 
time-honored 
rule 
in 
Wisconsin 


government that public works contracts 
are awarded to the lowest responsible 
bidder. 


A new dispute has broken out in 


Madison about the award of a substantial 
contract to a contractor for the new 
University of Wisconsin gymnasium who 
actually collected a higher price, according 
to the record, than was asked by other 
bidders. 


A rejected contractor brought suit in 


the Dane County circuit court, which 
dismissed his action 
on the 
legalistic 


grounds that the state's bonding corpora- 
tions are "private" entities and thus not 
subject to the low bidding rule. Of course, 
they are private corporations. That is why 
they 
have 
been 
used 
to evade 
the 


prohibition in the state constitution against 
state bonding. But they are "public" in 
actuality, and they should follow voluntar- 


Britannia Still Rules 


A lot of Americans probably think the 


British are in a sad way. It probably all 
started with their defeat in that revolution 
of 1776 but was later compounded by the 
need to call for American help in two 
world wars. Then there was the reluctant 
relinquishing of the Empire, the current 
serious financial troubles, the decision to 
draw back as soon as possible all troops 
east of the Suez and even a planned switch 
from the pound to the dollar. 


But honor has been upheld. The British

American 
croquet 
team 
to 
play 
in 


international circles and it's causing a 
scandal in the East. 


The team which represented the United 


States in what was really an unofficial 
manner came from the 
Westhampton 


Mallet Club of Long Island and it claimed 
that it had never been defeatedx in this 
country. But in Great Britain it not only 
ran into some pretty sly players; it found 
out that the rules were changed. The 
British didn't use as many wickets and the 
.pattern was different Moreover, they had 
almost fiendishly • trimmed the grass so 
that it was as bouncy as a golf green — 
and the Long Island boys were used to a 
bit of quack. Their shots almost invariably 
went far beyond the target. 


But now there has come a protest from 


the state of Connecticut or at least some of 


ily the accepted and required practices in 
the management of their affairs. 


What possible reason can be advanced 


for insisting upon their narrow legal status 
as "private" agencies?

Yet these corporations sensibly decided to 
have their accounts examined periodically, 
nevertheless, by retaining private auditors 
for the job.

point is that even 
if 
these 


corporations are not literally required to 
follow the public bidding rules applying to 
all public expenditures, state and local, 
through one of the most basic of the policy 
traditions of Wisconsin, they ought to have 
the good taste and judgment to do so 
voluntarily. Any other attitude is one of 
childish defiance, and if persisted in. will 
inevitably bring critical curiosity about the 
reasons for such strange obduracy.

The simple 
leaf press described today is a 
convenient one to carry on jour 
hikes. When you find a leaf that 
interests you. simply place it 
between clean blotters in the 
press and allow it to remain 
until it has dried and flattened. 
It is then ready for your 
specimen book. 


Use blotters

make one. get Jwo pieces of 
b«av\ cardboard cizht and a 
half by 11 inches in <ue. Punch 
fci>5 around the edges of one 
piece a* in Ficuie 1. Space Jhc 
ho><; shout an inch apart and 


three-fourths of an inch from 
the edge. 


After making the holes in one 


cardboard, place it on top of the 
other. Put the point of a pencil 
idown through each hole (Figure 
|2) to mark where to punch a 
[corresponding hole in the second 
Icardboard. 


Cut a large desk blotter into 


pieces slightly smaller than the 
area between the rows of holes. 
There should be at least two 
such pieces in the press: more. 
if you intend to collect many 
leaves. Each leaf should be 
pressed between two blotters. 


Place the blotters between the 


cardboards and lace the covers 
together with a stout cord as in 
Figure 3. Note that the ends of 
the cord form a handle. 


With the press equipped with
